The National Republican Pnr:f of the United

Bta e, ssrembled in National Convention in

the City of Chicago, on the 20th day of Mav,

118:?; make the following declaration of prin-

cipless—

1. We cun%l’ululﬂe the conotry on the assured
foccess of the Reconsiruction palley of Con-
gress, s evivced by the adoption in the
mujority of the States lately ju Rebellion, of
Constitutions securing equal civil and politcd
rights to all, and it is the duty ot the Goveru-
ment to_ sustnin those Constitutions, aud to
prevent the people ot suech States irom being
remdtied to a siate of anarchy.

2, The guarautee by Congress of equal suf-
frage to &all loyal men at the South was de-
manded by every consideration of public safosy,
of gravrude and ot justice, and must be mala-
tulned: while the question of suldrage in all (e
loyal States properly belongs to the people of
those ~tates,

8. We denounce all forms of repudistion as a
Nuttonal erime: wnd the Natlonal honor requaires
the payment of the pubhic indebtedness in the
uttermost good inith 1o wil oredilors st home
aud abrond, not only according to the letier bat
the spirit of the Inws under which 1t was con-
tracied,

4 Iitisdueto the labor ol the natlon that
taxation should be equalized and reduced as
Tupidly as the National atth will permit,

0. The Nutioval debt coutracted, as L hus
been, tor the preservadion of the Union (or all
time o come, should be extended over a fair
period lor redemption; and v is the duty of
Congress 10 redoce the ra'e of interest thereon,
whenever it ean be hovestly done,

6. That the best poticy ‘o diminlah our barden
of aebt is 1o lnprove oor credit' thsat capitalists
wiil #eck 10 loau us wmoncy at lower rates of
interest than we now pay, and must ¢otutinue to
puy, so long ns repudistion, pactia! or total,
upen or covert, s threatened or suspected,

7. The Government ol the United Suites
ghould be administered with the strictest econo-
my, avd the corruptious which have peen zo
shametully vrreed nod fostererd by Andrew
Johnson call lowdly tor radical reform.

8. We proloundly deplore the uvotinely and
tragic death ot Abrabam Laneoin, snod regret the
aceesrlon of Andrew Johuson to the Presidency,
who bas ac'ed treachierously to the prople who
elected him, and the cavse he was pledeed to
supports who hias n«nrgped bigh legislative and
judicial functions; who hus retusad to execate
the lawe; who has used his kigh office to uduce
other nliiw-m to iguore aud violwte the laws;
wioo bas cmploved his execative powers lo rey-
der jusecure the property, the peace, liberty,
and fve of the citizen; who has ubused the par-
doniig power; who hns deponnesd the national
Loegiginture a8  unconsiitutional; who has

persistently  and  corroptly resisted by
every mensure o his  power, every propes
sttewppt at thae recondtruc'ion o1 the

States lately in rebellion; wino has perverted
the publie patroouge into nu engine of wholesaiwe
corruption, and who bas been jostly impeached
for high crimes and misdemeanors, and properly
provouvecd guilty thereo! by the vote of tnirty-
tive Benutors,

9. The dectrine of Great Britain and other
Europenn po aers, that because 4 man 8 onee n
siibje oL he is always 5o, must be resisted atevery
hazoard by the United States, as o relie of the
feudal times, not sutborized by the law of ua-
tions, and at war with our vational houwor sud
Indeorndence,  Naturalized eltizens sre entitled
Lo be protected in all their rizats of eliizeuship
as though toey were native bora, sud no citizen
ol the United states, pative or nataralized,
wust be liable to wrrest and imprisonment by
uny forcign power toraets done or words spoken
v this country: and if <0 arrested and impri-
soned, it is the duty of the Government to 1in-
teriere in his behalf

10, Ofall who were faithiul fu the trinls of
the lute war, there were none guatitled 10 more
especinl honor than the brase soldiers and seq-
wen who endured the hardsliips of campaizn
and cruise, an'd inperilled their lives in the ser
vice of thie conntry; the bountles and pensions
provided by the laws for these brave deenders
of the nuiion nre obligations never to be tor-
gotten; the widows and orphinns of the galinnt
dead nre the wards of the perople, n sacred
legaey brguenthed to the nation's protecting care.

11. Fercign mmmigestion—which in the past
hos ndded so much to the wealth, development
and regsources and inerense ol power to this
nation, the asvlum ot the oppressed of all
untions—should be fostered and cucouraged by
a liberel and ju-t palicy., 5 2

12, Thigs Couvention declares itself in sym-
pathy with all the oppressed people which nre
stroggeihing lor their rights,

15, That we highly commend the spirit of
magnanimity and forbearance with which the
men who have served in the Rebellion, bat now
frunkly and bouvestly co-operate with us in
restoring the peace of the conutry and recon-
rtructivge the SBouthern State Governments gpon
the basis of impartial jusiice aud equal rights,
are received back into the communion of the
loyul people; and we favor the reaoval of the
dizqualifieations and restrictions imposed upon
the lute Retels in the same measure as their
gpirit of loyaliy will direct, and a8 may be con-
gistent with the snfety of the loyal people,

14. That we recognize tho ereat prinelples
laid down in the immortal Declaration of Inde-
prudence 48 the true foundstion of demoeratic
government, aud we hwnl with gladness every
effort townrd making these priociples o liviog
rewlity on every inch of American soll,

been subjected to the most atrocions ealamnies,
n erely because he would not prostitute his high
othee to the support of the Ielse and partisan
charges preferrod agdinst the President, 1t
corruption and extravagance bave exceeded
anslbing known in history, and by its fraads
and monopolies it has nearly doubled the barden
ol the deht created by the war. It has stripped
the President of this constitutional power of
appointment even of bis own’ Cabinet, Under
it= reprated assgults the pitlars of the Govern-
mwent ure rocking on their base, and shoald 1t
succerd o Noven ber next, and iraugurate tts
President, we will meet us n subject and con-
quercd people wround the rons of Hherty, and
ti ¢ seattered fragnents of the Constitution,

And we declare sud resolve that ever singe
the people of the United Btates threw off all
subjection to the DBritish crown, the privilege
and irust of the sulirnge have belopged to the
several dintes, and bave been granted, rega-
lated, and eontrolled exclusively by the politicn)
power of gnch State respeotively, and that any
attempt by Cougress, on any pretext whatever,
to deprive any State of this right, or interfere
with 1ts exerciee 18 a flagrant u=arpation of
power which can find no warrant in the Con-
stitution; aud il sanctionel by the people will
subvert our form ol government, aud can only
end in a single centralized and consolidated
government, in whicn the sepurae existence of
the States will be entirely absorbed and an un-
qualided despoti«m be established tn place ut a
Federal Union of co-eqnal State:; and that we
rigard the Reconstruction act (g0 called) of Cou-
groes, a8 such, as psurpations and unconstitu
tional, revolutionary and voud; that our sol
diers aud sallors who ecarried the flag of our
country to victory agninst a most gallant and
determined joe, must ever be gratefully remem-
bered and sl the guarantees given in thelr fuvor
must bo far biully earried into execation; that
the publie lands should be distributed s widely
a8 pessible anone the people, and should be
disposed of either under the Pre-emption or
Homestead laws, and sold in reasonable quan-
tities, and to nove but actuel occhpants, at the
minimum price established by the Government.
When grants of the public lands may be al-
lowed, necessary for the encourngement of im-
portant public improvements, the proceeds of
the sule of such lands, and not the lands theme
gelves, should be zo applied, That the President
ol the Upited States, Andrew Johnson, In exer
clslng the power of s high oflice, in resisting
the aggressions of Congress, upon the constitu-
tionn! riehts of the States aud the people, Is
entitled to the gratitude of the whole American
people, and in behalf of the Demoeratic party
we tender him our thanks for his patriotic eliorts
in that reeard,

UCommissiomer of Intearmal ilovemmue,

Wasmxaros, July 28.—It is generally nn-
derstood that the President will in a few days
appoint Edmuond Cooper, of Tennesses, Com.
missioner of the Internal Revenue Depart-
ment. He holds that the Senate having failed
to confirm any person for the place, it is now
yacant, and that he has power to make the ad
infervm appointment. It is said he has contem-
plated this for some time, and that he sent to
the Senats such nominations for the place as
he knew would be rejeoted, with a view to
keeping it open until the Senate adjourned.

Mr. Rollins holds that his resignation does
not take place until his guccessor is confirmed
by the Benate, as was stated in his letter to
the Secretary of the Treasury. The Presi-
dent does not make any provizo abounl his
nomination, and will pay no attention to the
resignation of Rollins.

Summary Revemge of a Robbery amd
Murder,

Bosrox, July 28.—A locality known as Hog-
town, in the town of Orono, Maiue, was re-
cently the scene of a robbery and murder, the
victim being one Cunninghaw, & river driver.
He had been paid off, and was immediately
thereafter enticed into a house of ill repute,
drugged, robbed, and stabbed, receiving inju-
ries from which it is reported he died, on
Snnday. The citizens of Orono held a meet-
ing on Baturday evening, at which it was
resolved to wipe out Hogtown, and two huu-
dred persong signed a paper agreeing to
become respomsible for any damages whiock
might grow ont of it.

Choosing & leader, they proceeded to the
gcene of the murder, aud calling up the mis-
tress of the den, gave her five minutes in
which to remove her goods, at the expiration
of which time they set fire to the house, burn-
ing it to the ground, and leaving naught un-
consumed. They then went to another hounse
and notifled the proprietor that he conld have
until Tuesday in which to clear out his astab-
lishment, failing in which they would do it
for him as they had already done fer his
neighbor. The murderer of Cunningham has
goune over the limes into the Dominion of
Canada.

Arrest of Counterfeiters.
Spectal Despatoh to The Evening Telegraph,

Bostoxn, July 28.—Andrew J. Carew and
Adolphus C. Edwards were brought before
Commissioner Hallett to-day, on the charge ot
passing counterfeit bills on the Red Hook Na-
tional Bank, of New York, and the Marine
National Bank of New York. They were ar-
rested on Dlackstone street last evening, and
bhad been going from place to place with a
basket, buying a very small quantity of some
article of provisions in each place, and tender-
ing ten dollar counterfeit bills on the Red
Hook bauk., Both were ordered to furnish
bail in #5000 for examination.

It is evident that a large amount of the
counterfeit ten-dollar motes, on the Red Hook
Bank, Lave been made and put in ciroulation.

At a meeting of the leading caulkesr, last
evening, it waa decided that they should not
work more than eight hours per day upon old
work, aud this morning they informed the boss
caulkers of their intentions. Thers are two
ships and & barque in the doocks, and work on
them was generally suspended. A few men
employed by the merchants to work by the
year, when the last strike was broken up,
went to work; but the others are idle, sticking
out for the eight houra. The rules established
by the merchants last year were three dollars
per day of ten honrs upon new work, or fonr
dollars per day of nine hours upon old work.
The present strike s confined to the demand
of one hour less on old work,
